PLANS, PREPARE 
FOR PATRIOTIC 
MEETING APRIL 3 


Coliseum Chosen for Event and 
Committees Named to Look 
After Details. 


Two Men of National- Promi- 
nence Will Be Invited Here 
to Deliver Addresses. 


A mass meeting to pledge the sup- 
port of St. Louis to the President and 
urge the adoption of the Chamberlain 


bill providing for universal military 
training, will be held in the Coliseum 
on April 5. Those who are preparing 
plans for the demonstration believe 
that St. Louisans will turn out in 
such vast numbers that overflow or 
supplementary meetings will have to 
be held to accommodate the crowds. 

The tig gathering is to.be one of 
1000 or more in that many different 
cities of the country. This form of 
expression of public opinion originated 
with the Universal Military Training 
League, whose headquarters are in Chi- 
cago. 

More than 160 delegates of civic 
and commercial organizations met in 
Mayor Kiel’s office yesterday after- 
noon to name committees and plan 
features for the demonstration. The 
selection of the Coliseum as the place 
of the meeting was opposed by Owen 
Miller, head of the musicians’ union. 
His objection was based on the em- 
pleyment by the manager of the 
Coliseum of an orchestra which Miller 
contended was not affiliated with a 
recognized union. This orchestra, it 
was explained, played at the Colli- 
seum during the Household Show held 
there recently. 

Protest Is Overruled. 

After hearing Miller's protest Sel- 
den P. Spencer, one of the organizers 
of the patriotic meeting, declared 
that he “didn’t care a rap for union 
labor,” and. if it were deemed best, 
the Coliseum should be rented wheth- 
er the controversy with the musicians 
was settled or not. This temporarily, 
closed the incident. se 

Mayor Kiel had charge of the meeting 
until Ira E. Wight of thé National Se- 
curlty League was chosen chairman. 
Mayor Kiel announced the purpose of 
the gathering and suggested that an or- 
ganization be effected at once. Subse- 
quently the Mayor gave an account of 
the movement, which, he said, originat- 
ed with the Universal Military Training 
League, of which H. H. Grogs of Chi- 
cago is president. 

Chairman Wight said the meeting was 
called at a time when there is a like- 
lihood that many citizens of the United 
States and of St. Louis will have to fight 
against their fatherland. These should 
not hesitate, he sai@, any more than dij 
the forefathers of other elements when 
it became necessary to war against En- 
gland in 1776 and 1812. The motion to 
have the gathering indorse the call for 
the big mass meeting was made by 
President Aloe of the Board of Alder- 
men. Aloe said that should be done be- 
fore any attempt was made to adopt 
plans for the meting. 

Suggestions for the demonstration on 
April 5 included three processions start- 
ing in different parts of the city and 
converging at the Coliseum; exercises in 
all public, private and parochial schools 
on the afternoon before the meeting: 
participation by the congregations of ali 
St. Louis‘churches and a genera! display 
of the American flag. 

Chairman Wight appointed an execu- 
tive Committee, with Mayor Kiel az 
chairman, and committees on arrange- 
ments, resolutions, finance, music, ad- 
vertising and publicity. 

It is the present intention to have tw» 
speakers of national prominence at the 
meeting. One of these will deliver a 
patriotic address pledging support’ to 
President Wiison and the other a ple. 
for universal military training. It 1s 
likely that there will be local speakers 
representing the different racial and na- 
tional! elements of the city’s population. 


Patriotte Demonstration in Schools 
on Monday. 

Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Withers and his assistants, at a con- 
ference this morning decided that the 
100,000 school children of St. Louis shall 
hold patriotic demonstrations at the 
schools Monday at the hour Congress 
convenes. A letter instructing princi- 
pals of the schools to arrange for the 
demonstrations was sent out today. The 
details will he left to each principal. 

The general plan is for each principal 
to explain to the children in his school 
the crisis which faces the country, and 
for the children to sing patriotic songs. 

The giving of a half-holiday Thursday, 
when the patriotic mass meeting is to he

‘WE ARE NATION OF COWARDS,’ 
DECLARES JUDGE K. M. LANDIS 


Men Opposing Conscription Would 
Net Volunteer Under Any Cir- 
cumstances, He Says. 
CHICAGO, March 30.—Federal Judge 
Landis in an address at a meeting of 
the Chicago Real Estate Board yester- 
day, said what was in his heart con- 
cerning the United States as a nation 

today. 

“We are a nation of cowards,”’ he 
said. “A population which will sit back 
and let a militia fight for it, which wil! 
sit back and permit a handful of men 
because of their willingness for sacrifice. 
do the entire population’s duty, that 
population is not worth fighting for. 
The men who are opposed to conscrip- 
who would not; 
volunteer for service under any circum- 
stances. A mandamus suit would not 
drag them into the army.’ 

“If I were Czar of America I would 
raise an army of 2,000,000 men and build 
a navy complete ,from the greatest 
dreadnought to the littlest mosquito boat. 
I would spend ten billions on it if neces- 
Sary and consider it well spent, even if 
there were no war, if it prevented u 
hostile hand from being laid upon a 
single American man or woman.” 


GERMAN OPERATIONS AGAINST 
RUSSIA HALTED BY A THAW 


LONDON, March 30.—The members of 
the Russian Duma have been advised by 
M. Rodzianko, President of the Duma, 
that the Government's news from the 
front left nothing to be desired. 

“There is no danger of any outbreaks 
anywhere on the fronts,” said M. Rodzi- 
anko, in his communication to the Duma 
members, “‘and no important enemy op- 
eration is immediately possible, awing to 
the thaw, although evidently the enemy 
is concentrating large forces on our 
front.”’

SALT LAKE CITY—March 30.—

COURT UPHOLDS 
INGREASE IN STATE 
RAILROAD RATES 


Missouri Supreme Tribunal Says 
Commission Had Power to 
Order Advances.

Passenger Fare of 214 Cents a 
Mile May Become Effective 
in 60 Days. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 30.—The 
Supreme Court, today, reversed and 
remanded the railroad rate case, 14 
the increased passenger and freight 
rates authorized by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission 16 months ago prob- 
ably will become effective within the 
next two months. 

Judge Charles B. Farris wrote the 
opinion. All Judges concurred except 
Bond, who dissented, and Williams, who 
was not a member of the court when 
the case came before it. The main issue 


involved was whether the Public Service 
Commission had power to order an in- 
crease of rates above the maximum 
fixed in the 2-cent.fare law. 

The decision of ‘the Public Service 
Commission was rendered in’ November, 
1915, after months.of investigation and 
taking of much testimony. Under the 
decision ‘the passenger tariffs were in- 
creased to 2% cents a mile and the av- 
erage increase in freight rates was ap- 
proximately 5 per cent. 

Railroads Were Enjoined. 

The new rates were to become effect- 
ive Jan. 1, 19165, under the order of the 
commission, The railroads were stopped 
from enforcing the new rates by an or- 
der for review issued by the Cole County 
Circuit Court, on motion of Marion & 
Rhodes of Potosi. 

The Circuit Court held the order of 
the commission was in conflict with sec- 
tion 14, article 12 of the Constitution, 
which expressly delegated to the Legis- 
lature the power to establish maximum 
railroad rates, The Supreme Court

The rates probably cannot become ef- 
fective before 40 days. The edict of the 
Court will not be issued until 10 days 
have elapsed, during which Rhodes may 
file a motion for rehearing. The Cirouit 
Court will correct its mandate in ac- 
cordance with the ruling of the high 
court, after which the railroads must 
submit th enew schedule of rates to the 
Public Service Commission. 

The new rates cannot be put into 
force for 930 days after that schedule 
is filed. The order of the commission 
increases passenger rates for single 
‘ine haul from 2 cents a mile, the max- 
imum rate under the law, to 2% cents 
or 2% cents for round trip tickets and 
orders the issuance of 800-mile books 
at 2 cents a mile. The railroad asked 
a general increase to 3 cents a mile. 
Freight rates are advanced approxi- 
mately 5 per cent. The railroads asked 
for increase ranging trom 5 to 20 per 
cent. 

Readjusted Grain Hates. 

The commission refused to allow the 
freight schedule submitted by the roads. 
but increased some and reduced others. 
resulting in a total advance of all rates 

The commission also readjusted the 
grain rates by providing a lower rate 
on corn than applies on wheat and pro- 
vided that the rate on grain shall in- 
clude transit arrangements, terminal al- 
lowance and the usual absorption of 
switching charges resulting in an ad- 
vance on all grain traffic moving under 
new rates of less than’5 per cent. 

The commission found that Missouri 
was the only State in the Union pro- 
viding the same rate on horses, cattle, 
hogs and sheep, and the order proviacs 
for a segregation of these rates and tt.« 
adjustment results in decreases on some 
with increases on others.

Department of Labor Estimates 
Show ‘Advance Has Out- 
Stripped Wage Increase. 


WASHINGTON, March §.—The an- 
nual food bill of the average family 
has grown from $33.90 in 1913 to $425. 
at present, the Department of Labor 
announces in a review of food prices. 
In 10 years, the department estimates 
the advance In the cost of food has so 
far outstripped wage increases that the 
workman who drew $3 a day in 1907 now 


finds himself just @ cents a day worse 
off. 

The heaviest increase in food prices 
during the last four years is shown 
in potatoes, the cost of which has risen 
from $18.96 to $44.0. Other large increases 
are in exes, from $33.01 to $43.07; flour, 
$16.12 to $25.40; butter, $46.72 to 9478. 
Of the whole list of foods only sirloin 
and round steak are cheaper than five 
years ago, 

EKegas Show Decrease. 

In the period from Jan. 15 to Feb. 
food prices took a 4 per cent jump. 
Onions led with a 77 per cent increase. 
Potatoes went up % per cent. Eggs de- 
creased in price. 

“Despite the average increase of 19 
per cent In Wages an hour in the last 
© years,”’ says the department's state- 
ment, “and desbite a cut in hours 
worked of 4 per cent. the rising cost of 
foods has operated to reduce the pay of 
the American workingman about 16 per 
cent expressed in termes of food his dc'- 
lar will buy. A workingman who made 
$8 a day in 1907, working W@ hours a 
day. in 1916 worked nine hours and & 
minutes a day and drew $3.4 for it: but 
it cost him $4.17 to buy the same quan- 
tity of food his 8 would cover im 1997. 

Iadieations ef Consptracy. 

“The averages of food and pay qual- 
ified by reductions in hours worked rose 
at about the same rate from Wilf to 
1915, so thet during that time wages 
would pay for about even quantities of 
food each year. 

“Cold storage, rebilling. reshipping 
and withhoiding ef commodities from 
market afe suspected to contribute to 
the present abnormal rise in feod prices. 
Whether some persons have conspired 
to engrosa the markets, the Department 
of Labor cannot state. But the reports 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics seem 
to lend sume color to such en opinion, 
viewed in the light of conditions fre- 
vealed by & COMmparizen of figures 
through « range of years.”

BETHMANN-HOLLWEG SAYS — 


THAT GERMANY IS NOT 


ATTACKING UNITED STATES. 


Télls Reichstag War With America Is Not De- 
sired, but U-Boat War Is Necessity —De- 
nies Wanting to Restore Czardom. 


BERLIN, Thursday, March 9, sah 
wireless to Sayville,—“Germany never 
had the slightest intention of attacking 
the United States of America, and does 
not have such intention now; it. never. 
desired war against the United States 
of America and does not desire it to- 
day,” the imperial Chancellor, Dr. von 


Bethmann-Hollweg. declared in a speech 
in the Reichstag today. 

The Chencellor discussed Germany’s. 
policy toward the United States. and 
Russia. In speaking of the relations 
with America, he reviewed the causes 
which led to unrestricted submarine 
warfare, 

Declaring that Germany had under: 
taken such warfare in its- defense, Dr. 
von Bethmann-Hollweg aaserted that if 
America considered thie a-cause for 
going to war with Germany and increas- 
ing the bloodshed of the war, “we shail 
not have to bear the burden of respon- 
sibility for it.” 4 

References te America. 

The Overseas News Agency (the Ger- 
man official news bureau), reports 
Chancellor's statements regarding rela-| 
tions with America as follows: . 

“Within the next few days the direct- 
ors of the American nation will be con-| 
vened by President Wilson for an ex- 
traordinary session of Congress in or- 
der to decide the question of war vor 
peace between the American and Ger- 
man nations."’ Here followed the state- 
ment that Germany never intetided to: 
attack the United States, after which’ 
the Chancellor continued: 

‘How did these things develop? More 
than once we told the. United States 
that we had not made unrestricted use 
of the submarine weapon, expecting that 
England could be made to observe, in 
her policy of blockade, the laws of hu. 
manity and international agreements.’ 
This blockade policy, I expressly recall, 
has been called ‘illegal and -indefensible’ 
(the imperial Chancellor here used the 
English words) by President Wilson and; 
Secretary of State Lansing. 

“Our expectations, which we main- 
tained during sight months, have besn 
disappointed completely; England not 
only 414 not give up her illegal and tn- 
defensible policy of blockade, but unin- 
terruptediy intensified {t. England, to- 
gether with her allies, arrogantly re- 
jected the peace offers made by us and 
our allies and proclaimed her war aims, 
which aim at our annihilation and that 
of our allies. 

“Then we took unrestricted submarine 
warfare into our hands; we had to for 
our defense. 

“Tf the American nation considers this 
a cause for which to declare war against 
the German nation, with which it has 
lived in peace for more than 100 years, 
if this action warrants an increase of 
bloodshed, we shall not have to bear 
the responsibility for it. The German 
nation, which feels neither hatred nor 
hostility against the United States of 
America, shall also bear and overéom 
this.’’

OPPOSE FRANCHISE 
ALTERATIONS NOW 


Reported to Hold That Reforms 
Should Wait While Millions 
of Men Are in Trenches. 


LONDON, March 30.—Reuter's Am- 
sterdam correspondent says Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg in his Reichstag ai- 
dress yesterday referred to the events 
on the Western front, where he said 
things had been accomplished for which 


, Warm thanks were due the brave troops, 


Field Marshal von Hindenburg and Gen. 
von Ludendorff. His remarks were 
greeted with applause. The Chancellor 
also is quoted as saying: 

“The submarine warfare in March has 
been as successful as in February,” a 


applauee. 

Referring to domestic affairs the 
Chancellor said that the day's speeches 
had not convinced him reform of the 
Prussian franchise could be begun now: 
that it would be a very serious matter 
to decide such a question while millions 
of men were in the trenches. The Chan- 
cellor concluded by expressing confi- 
Gence that the unity of the German 
people, who were without differences, 
would make them invincible. 


Baggs «nt for Peace With Russia. 
err Noske expressed the desire for 


immediate peace with Russia and de- 
clared the peace tendency there would 
become a determirling factor with the 
Government. The German Socialists, he 
said, had been advised from abroad to 
start a revolution. Acceptance of that 
advice would entail the greatest misery 
to thé workers, he said. 

Herr Mueller, Progressive, emphasized 
that Germany would not interfere with 
the internal development of Russia. The 
Russian people, he asserted, were evi- 
dently striving toward peace. The 
American Government. he continued, 
refused to recognize the sea barrier as 
an impassable fact; nevertheless, the 
Progressives would regret war with the 
United States. 

Discussing the attitude of the Prus- 
sian Herrenhaus, Mueller contended

Emergency Budget Adopted. 

The correspondent says that, accord- 
ing to Berlin advices, the Reichstag 
adopted all three readings of the emer- 
gency budget. Both Socialist parties 
voted against the measure. 

Eduard Bernstein, Socialist, he quotes 
the advices as saying, delivered a speech 
justifying his oppcesition to the budget. 
He said experier¢s had strencthened his 
distrust in the Government, that Amer- 
ica was converted into an enemy by neu- 
trails filled with displeasure toward Ger- 
many, and that a good and sincere peace 
must be striven for at the speediest mo- 
ment. Bernstein added that the events 
in Russia under the ieadership of the 
Socialists strengthened the confidence 
that the social democracy was able to 
fulfill its old peaceful program. 

Dr. Peter Spahn, leader of the Cath 
olice Center party, denied that the 
Reichstag, as charged by the Prussian 
Herrenhaus, had meddled with things 
reserved for the Emperor and the 
Bundesrath. He added: “If America 
comes to war with Germany we have 
confidence im the ability of the leaders 
in the army and navy to settle with her.

$1,000,000 BACK 


PAY FOR MEN ON 
O01. LOUIS ROADS 


Disbursement of Accrued Wages 
Under. Adamson Decision 
Will Be Made Soon. 


Five railroads having general offices 
in St. Louis are preparing to turn over 
to their employes in the train service 
back pay approximating $1,000,000. This 
sum has accrued to the brotherhood 
trainmen for overtime work in January, 
February and this month under thc 
Adamson law, which has been held con- 
stitutional. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned that the estimated amount of 
back pay due from each road is as 
follows: 

Missouri -Pacific and Iron Mountain

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GERMAN WRITER. 


DOUBTS ENGLAND 
CAN BE STARVED 


Capt. Persius, Naval Critic, Sup- 
ported in View by Findings 
of Noted Economist. 


By Associated Press, 

COPENHAGEN, March ®D.—Open 
skepticism as to the possibility of bring- 
ing Great Britain to her knees by a 
submarine campaign and through tie 
direct pressure of starvation, is ex- 
pressed by Capt. Persius, the celebrated 
naval critic of the Berliner Tageblatt. 
Instead, the hope and belief of Capt. 
Persius is that, by an average monthly 
loss of half a million tons of shipping 
in the next few months, Great Britain 
may be brought to realize that a con- 
tinuation of the war would be unprofit- 
able, though this result, he declares. 
has not yet been attained. 

The article is noteworthy for cita- 
tions of passages from an address re- 
feently delivered by Prof. Harms, the 
new rector of Kiel University, giving 
a careful study of food conditions in 
England, and upon which Capt. Persius 
bases his argument. , 

Eatimate of British Supplics. 

" Prof. Harms, who is an authority in 
this field, estimated that when the new 
submarine blockade was deciared the 
wheat supply in England was enough 
to last until March © This was based 
on the supposition that, all imports be- 
ing interrupted by the blockade, the 
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supply in Great Britain 
stretched by tne use of oats, 
by rationing and by grain cargoes which 
it is known could get through the Biock- 
ade. The danger point, he contended 
would come before July, when the Grst 
fruits of the héme harvest would be 
available. 

Should England succeed in 

through this critical period with the 
aid of imports and organization, Prof. 
Harms and Capt. Persius point oyt) the 
population could exist for a timé on 
the British crop, and the new @gnger 
point would come only when this should 
be consumed. 
_ The feeding of England's population 
until July, it is contended, might be ex- 
tremely endangered by the pressure of 
German submarines, but a catastrophe 
could not be expected, in the opinion of 
Capt. Peretus, tf neutral shipping to 
England was barred with practical com- 
pleteness and the February reseits in 
the destruction of British tonnage Was 
maintained or exceeded. 

A second interesting contribution on 
the submarine question is supplied te 
the German press by Capt. Boy-Ed's 
press bureau at the Admiralty. Capt. 
Boy-Ed for several years was naval at- 
tache of the German embassy at Wash- 
ington and was recalled by Emperor 
William in December, 1915, at the request 
of the United States Government, be- 
cause of hie activities tn that country. 
Commenting on Norwegian reports of 
possible impending reduction of the sub- 
marine zones, the bureau declares that 
an extension of the prohibited areas, as 
in the recent establishment of a new 
area in the Arctic zone, ts possible, but 
that no reduction will occur. 

As all European entente ports are now 
included in the blockade zone by the 
measure against Russia, the only room 
for an extension of the zones would seem 
to be in non-European waters.

ABOUT 26 PER GENT 


State Board Finds It Is Not Taxed 
on 70 Per Cent of Value as 
Has Been Claimed. 


By a Staff, Correspondent of the Post- 


ispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 3).—Mem- 
bers of the State Board of Equalization 
have found that real estate owned by 
St. Louis banks, instead of being as- 


sessed at 70 per cent of its value, the 
percentage heretofore referred to with 
pride by representatives of the city in 
the city’s dispute with the rest of the 
State over taxes, is really assessed at 
only about 26 per cent, and is lower than 
that of many counties in the State. 
The total amount of real estate repre- 
sented in the capital stock of all the 
banks in St. Louis, which is deducted 
from the capital stock for assessment 
purposes, as shown by the annual re- 
port of the banks, is $22,860,030. 

The total assessed valuation of the 
same jJand as fixed by. the Assessor is 
75,889,620, or a fraction over 2% per cent 
of the real valuation. 


Jackson County Assessment. 
The assessments in Jackson County, 


the board found, are about on a par 
with those in St. Louis. The total value 
of real estate. deducted by bank stocks, 
is $5,636,284. The assessed value of the 
same real estats is $1,493,260, or slightly 
more than 26 per cent. 

By comparison the real estate de- 
ducted from bank stock in 8t. Louis 
County is valued at $382,773 and assessed 
at $215,640 or about 56 per cent. 

In Buchanan County the real value of 
realty represented in bank stock is 
$466,380, and the assessed value is $233,190, 
exactly 60 per cent. In Shelby County 
the true value is $59,829 and the assessed 
value $16,320 or 27 per cent. In Pettis 
County the true value is $243,000 and the 
assessed value $57,300, or about 2% per 
cent. In St. Charles County the true 
value is $107,236, and the assessed value 
$44,420, or about 41 per cent. 

These figures do not represent, gen- 
erally, the farm property in the coun- 
ties, but consist largely of property on 
which banks are situated. 


Farms and City Lots. 
The farm property or real estate 


listed in the “land books” are differ- 
entiated from “city lots” and the twv 
constitute different classes of real 
estate for assessment purpose. 

The board yesterday, by unanimous 
order, increased the assessments on 
land in 88 counties from 10 to 25 per 
ecnt. The St. Louls assessments were 
not changed. The board also in- 
creased assessments on all livestock 
in more than half the counties in the 
State from 10 to 40 per cent.

The program of action should be comprehen- 
sive and effective, not merely for defense against 
German submarines, but for national safety now 
and hereafter in a war with Germany, the u!- 
timate phases of which cannot be foreseen: W> 
must be prepared for all emergencies and con- 
tingencies. 

Uncertainty and hesitation on the part of the 
President and the Congress now will cause un- 
certainty and division among the people. 

Certainty and clarity and vigor on the part of 
the President and the Congress will crystalize 
public opinion, unify the country and energize 
popular effort to mobilize and utilize all of our 
great resources for victory and an early peace, 

Pacifists talk peace when there is no peace 
and will be no peace until we force peace by a 
vigorous and effective warfare which will bring 
our wanton enemy to his senses and will demon- 
strate that he cannot violate American rights, de- 
stroy American citizens and ships and conspire 
against the peace and safety of the United States 
without suffering the worst consequences. We 
must throw all our resources of men, munitions 
and money against this enemy. Resisting war 
we must make our resistance effective for com- 
plete victory. We, must co-operate with the 
enemies of our enemy to bring Germany to 
speedy terms.

Half-hearted action and half measures will 
be futile, They will be worse than no measures; 


United States into contempt. They will. justify 
Germany’s sneers at our will-and power to resist. 
wrong and to make war. 

Having failed as a great peace leader to en- 
force justice and defend American rights the 
President is on trial now as a war leader with 
the greatest resources—the greatest potential war- 
making nation—back of him that any leader has 
ever had. It is for him to energize the spirit and 
utilize the manhood power and the national re- 
sources for the just purposes of the nation. 

We need not only vigorous action in utilizing 
the organized means of defense we have but a 
comprehensive and effective program to train 
men and: organize resources for the future.

What assurance is there that the volunteer 
system will man the navy, which will need thou- 
sands of rescrves in addition i, tue men on the 
ships? None. It has failed in the past in every 
nation that has tried it. 

What assurance is there that: the volunteer 
system vill provide a trained cnd equip 31 army 
to meet any enemy? None. It is a failure now 
as it has been from the beginning. 

The only system that will assure sufficient 
trained men for the navy and sufficient trained 
men for the army is a system of universal obliga- 
tory training and service. Failure to provide for 
an adequate universal training system will be 
gross neglect of natural safety which in the end 
may prove ruinous and criminal. 

If the President does not see this he js. blind. 
If Congress does not see it Congress is blind. 

Doubt has been expressed with regard to the 
sentiment of the Middle West as to action and 
preparedness, There is no doubt of that senti.- 
ment. St. Louis, the metropolis of the Middle 
West, is overwhelmingly in favor of universal 
obligatory training. It reflects the sentiment of 
this section. 

One word in favor of it from President Wilson 
will crystallize public sentiment and accomplish 
an invaluable service for the country. The time 
has come for him to speak out. 
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ST. LOUIS FOR UNIVERSAL TRAINING. 

On the basis of expressed opinion, about 90 per 
cent of St. Louisans favor some form of uni- 
versal military service.. Of 67 men in all walks 
of life questioned on the metter by Post-Dispatch 
reporters this week, only seven opposed it. A 
similar investigation more than a week ago 
yielded the same results. 

Three of the dissenters are the Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction and two of the 
clerks. of that court. The others are an ex-Con- 
federate soldier, a brakeman, a pipefitter and a’

Nothing of basic freedom is sacrificed in the 
process; nothing can come of it but gain. 
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TWO UNANSWERED QUESTIONS. 

Shali St. Louis get a black eye on the question 
of patriotism? 

Shall it be the one city of the Union where a 
party can win an election on a platform whieh is 
silent on the paramount issue of supporting the 
President’s action in defense of American rights 
and the protection of American citizens against 
lawless and ruthless German attacks? The internal 
effects of a victory on this platform would be as 
bad as the external effects. Former Mayor. Rolla 
Wells touched pointedly on this question in his 
public statement when he said: 


The main question before the people of St. 
Lovis on next election day, irrespective of 
party affiliation, is not the selection of one 
of two men te serve as Mayor for the next 
four years, but is a question of whether the 
people of St. Louis in this great crisis of

In order that there may be no question of St. 
Louis’ loyalty and no encouragement to disloyal 
elements, no. matter what the outcome of the 
election, the Post-Dispatch has persistently put

For the last time, we repeat the questions: 

Are you supporting the President in his stand 
for the defense of American rights and protec-

ELLOW CITIZENS: There will 
be only one political meeting 
like this in the present cam- 
paign, and probably that will 
be enough.

Carter takes the 
right and Fain takes the left, and they pay the shoe 
store man and hop away, each shod at half price.

MOEWE SET ON FIRE 
IN FIGHT WITH OTAKI 


Released Sailors Tell of Raider’s 
Battle With British Ship, 
Which Scored Seven Hits. 


COPENHAGEN, March %.—Twenty- 
two neutrals who were brought to Ger- 
many on the commerce raider Moewe 
as prisoners, including one American, 
arrived here yesterday trom Kiel. 

They were released because they were 


not serving on armed merchantmen, 

The sailors brought an account of 2 
hard engagement between the Moewe 
and the British steamer Otaki (9575 tons) 
on March 10. 

The Otaki, according to the sailors, 
surrendered only after scoring seven 
hits on the Moewe and setting the Ger- 
inan raider on fire. The blaze was not 
extinguished for three days. Six men 
of the crew of the Moewe and two cap- 
tive Hindus were killed during the fight, 
while the Otaki tost her captain, a mate, 
her engineer and two gallors. 

During the engagement, the sailors 
said. the British prisoners on the Moewe 
broke the iron grating parring the room 
in which they were confined, Sut they 
were overawed by sailors from the 
Moewe with hand grenades. 

The neutral prisoners, who were con- 
fined in another quarter of the ship, 
spent an anxious time ‘during. the en- 
gagement, knowing that, if the Moewe 
were sunk, they would go down with 
her. One shell penetrated the hull of 
the Moewe, passing barely two feet be- 
low the quarters occupied by the neu- 
tral prisoners 

The Moewe’s return from her cruising 
ground in the South Atlantic, it was 
added, was without further incident. Sie 
ran north to the vicinity of Newfound. 
land, slipped across the Atlantic to the 
Norwegian . coast and, undiscovered, 
truversed the Danish sound to a Ger- 
man port. The British sailors and neu- 
trale serving on armed merchantmen, 
after their arrival in Germany, were dis- 
tributéd to prison camps, the officers 
going to Karlsruhe and the others to 
Westphalia. 


Moewe Had Stoubborn Fight With 
Armed Steamer Governor. 
LONDON, March 30.—The fight which 
the German raider Moewe had with the 
British steamship Otaki was not the 
only one of the cruise. A Reuter dis- 
patch from Copenhagen says the cap- 
tain of the Norwegian bark Staut, which 
was sunk by the St. Theodore after it 
had been fitted out as a raider by the 
Moewe, states that while on the way 
home the Moewe had a stubborn fight 
with the armed British steamer Gov- 
ernor. During the engagement the sec- 
ond officer of the Governor was killed 
and both arms of a gunner named Hud- 
doth were shot off. The Governor, as 
reported previously, eventually was 

sunk. 

After the prisoners on the St. Theo- 
dore had been transferred to the Moewe 
off Rio Janeiro, the vessel was sunk. 


SAYS 125,000 QUAKERS ARE 
READY TO SERVE NATION 


Chairman of Peace Committee De- 
clares They Cannot Take Up 
Arms, but Will Aid. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 80.—There 
are 126,000 Quakers in the United 
States ready to offer their services 
to the country in case of war, ac- 
cording to Dr. Henry Joel Cadbury, 
professor of Biblical literature in 
Haverford college. Dr. Cadbury. who 
also is chairman of the Friends’ Na- 
tional Peace Conference Executive 

Committee, said: 

“There are 125,000 Friends in 
America who are eager to enguge in 
active volunteer relief service in case 
of war with Germany. While’ most 
of them feel they cannot violate the 
unmistakable teaching of Jesus 
Christ by taking up arms against 
their fellow men, they are ready to 
serve their country in any way that 
is permitted by the dictates of their 
conscience.” 

The Philadelphia yearly meeting of 
Friends, which Dr. Cadbury is attend- 
ing, sent a telegram to President Wil- 
son .protesting against war with Ger- 
many. .

‘Bagdad ‘Retrieves | Prestige 
in Near East 


Probable Result 


By FRANK H, SIMONDS. — 
(Copyright by the New York Trfbane.) 
NEW YORK, March 13.—The fall of 

Bagdad is one of the most interesting 
incidents in the whole war. One may 
exaggerate the immediate military effect 
and the ultimate political consequences, 
but not the possible results, for it may 
be the first step in a new orientation 
of Islam, the return of Arabian su- 
premacy and the relegation of the Os- 
manli Turk to a place outside the walis 
of the Mohammedan world. 

By taking Bagdad the British havé 
amply and with reasonable promptitude 
retrieved the prestige lost in the whole 
Near East by the surrender at Kut-Bl- 
Amara, a year ago. This sufrender, 


» coupled with the failure ‘at Galipoll, sert- 


ously, if only momentarily, endangered 
British prestige from Egypt to Siam. 
Tt wae the kind of failure that could 
not be permitted to stand and its effect 
east of Suez could only be compared to 
that of the Rumanian collapse in Eu- 
rope. 

A year ago the Russians had taken 
Ierzerum and were pressing west through 
Armenia and southwest through Persia. 
There was a moment when it seemed 
possible that the three-fold allies’ thrust 
might fuse into a single drive across the 
upper waters of the Duphrates and the 
Tigris, and that the Turk would be 
pushed out of Mesopotamia and threat- 
ened, if not attacked, in Syria. The 
British failure ended this possibility. 
After taking Erzingan and Trebizond, 
Russian operations came to a dead hait 
and presently the Turks began to ad- 
vance in Persia. Now the Russians are 
again reported to be moving West out 
of Hamadan in Persia and the position 
of the Turks facing them will become 
exceedingly difficult as British pursuit 
from Bagdad reaches their communica- 


tions. 
Granted that the British army is ca- 


pable of further effort, after its recent 
exhausting campaign, it seems probabie 
that the Turks will be driven as far as 
Mosul, along a eection of the Bagdad 
railroad, which has been completed. At 
Mosul the British will be enabled to join 
hands with Russians, advancing from 
Lake Van. A resumption of the Rus- 
sian advance from Erzerum westward 
upon Diabekr and Kharput is also con- 
ceivable. Such a campaign would in- 
evitably compel a Turki@h. retirement 
out of most of Syria, and this retire- 
ment may be appreciably / tened by 
the pressure now’ being ed by a 
British army coming out of Egypt and 
already reported at the gate@ of Jerusa- 


lem. 
Underlying Political 


Meaning.

world remains for the Arab a conse- 
quence of Turkish supremacy. 

For many years there has been grow- 
Arabs. 
Syria, which is Arab by population, war 
on the verge of a revolt when the Young 
Turks overthrew Abdul Hamid, and it 
was long the Syrian dream to create an 


‘Autonomous Syria. Away to the south,. 


about Mecca, there have been intermina- 
bie Arab revolts, and now the last of 
these has driven the Turk out of the 
Holy City, and thus deprived him of 
the possession of the center of Islam, 
“which was one of his chief claims to 
power. 

The failure of the Turkish expedition 
against Egypt, the fall of Bagdad, the 


invasion of Palestine, these are circum- 


stances which must combine to shake 
Turkish power. Add to this the great 
misery and suffering that the war has 
brought to Syria and to Mesopotamia, 
and the unpopularity of the German, 
and it is plain that there is in sight

Realisation of Dream Checked. 

In realizing a very great portion of 
their dream, the Germans have been 
checked at the frontiers of complete 
success. They did not take Calais, they 
did not take Riga, their supremacy in 
the Balkans was partially blocked by 
all the allied occupation of Salontki, and 
the British, by occupying Basra, near 
the head of the Persian Gulf, and re- 
pulsing the Turkish attack on Suez, 
closed the doors of the middle European 
empire fn the Near East. 

As long as the Turks hold Constan- 
tinople and the Bulgar and Austrian 
armies keep open the road from the 
Danube to the Golden Horn. Mitte! 
Europa is a fact. Neither the fall of 
Bagdag nor the exile of the Turk 
from Mesopotamia, Armenia and 
Syria would destroy the German 
scheme utterly or erect an adequate 
barrier to future resumption of the 
German advance. Mittle Europa will 
be abolished only when the Servian 
barrier has been restored along the 
Danube and to the Servia of 1914 are 
added the lands of the Austrian 
Servians, Bosnia, Herzegovina and 
Southern Dalmatia, together with 
Montenegro. 

After all war is in a measure a 
thing of omens still, and it must be a 
real augury of greater successes to 
come for the British to open 1917 
with a victory precisely at the point 
at which they suffered disaster a year 
ago.
